Estimating Weight of Catti«. 


No role will lead to anything more 
than an approximation to the actual 
weight. Every stock-raiser should hava 
his own scales. The following is aa 
good a rule as any for estimating tha 
weight of animals by measure : Multi- 
ply the girth in inches, taken immedi- 
ately behind the shoulder blade, by the 
length in inches from the square of the 
buttock to the point of the shoulder 
blade, and divide *the product by 144, 
which gives the number of superficial 
feet. £f the animal has a girth of 3 to 
6 feet, multiply the number of superfi- 
cial feet by 16, and you will have its ap- 
proximate weight.. If the girth is 5 to 7 
feet multiplv by 23, and 7 to 9 feet mul- 
tiply by 31. ' If less than 3 feet ^ t h , 
as in the oases of small calves, hogs, 
aheep, etc., multiply by 11. Allowance 
must be made for the build of the ani- 
mal, conditions of fattening, etc. The 
above rule is for grass-fed cattle; it be- 
ing estimated that in the oases of grass- 
fatted sheep, calves, and kine, or steers, 
each superficial foot, when the girth is 
8 feet or under, represents a weight of 
11 pounds; when 3 to 5, 16 pounds; 
when 5 to 7 feet, 23 pounds, and when 
7 to 9 feet, 31 pounds. Thus an ox 
measnring eight feet girth and seven 
and a half feet in length should weigh 
about 8x7ix31 pounds. 
Under thia 
rale it is oentomary to deduct One- 
twelfth of the whole for half-fatted cat- 
lie ; from 15 to 20 pounds on a cow hav- 
ing had calves, and if not fat an equal

NBW YOBK, N. Y., Oct. 23.—The case 
of Jordan, one of the Pennsylvania con-

It seems to .be their 
opinion that by trading on their reputa- 
tion for villiany they can overawe the 
electors of democratic communities.

The absurdity of Mr. Quay's three

How a Port Wayne Firm Realizes a 
Handsome Profit Out of the 
««PrlTate AOTair.'« 


The New York Times says: 
During the year 1887 the price of lin- 
seed oil was raised about 37 per cent., 
or from 38 to 52 cents a gallon, by the 
practical 
suppression of competition 
through the formation of a lin seed oil 
tioist in the west. 
The price since the 
close of 1887 has been even higher than 
52 cents. 
The duty is 25 cents a gallon 
or about 55 per cent, the value of for- 
eign oil. 
This is the barrier behind 
which the combination raises the price 
for consumei-s in the home market. 


Taking up this text the Indianapolis 
Sentinel remarks: 


Tli"re is a wealthy firm in Fort 
Wayne—S. Bash & Co.—which has a 
practical monopoly of the grain and 
priKluce of that city. 
This firm also 
runs an oil mill, which has been idle for 
some time, the trust paying the proprie- 
tors more for keeping the mill closed 
than they could make by mnning it. 
Meantime, the member of the finn who 
manages the mill is in Europe with his 
family. The tnist, of course, by kiHing 
competition among the buyers "of flax- 
seed, enables the members'of the trust 
to mutually control its prices. 
It dic- 
tates the price which it will pay farmers 
for the raw material, 
and also 
the 
price 
at 
which 
it 
will 
sell its products to consumers. 
It is 
emphatically a "soft thing" for its mem- 
bers, and the Sentinel is not suiprised 
to loiirn that S. Bash & Co. are loading 
down every farmer who visits their 
warehouse with high tariff documents 
and working like Trojans to get votes 
for free whisky and monopoly taxes 
from those who deal with them. 


If the Mills bill becomes a law the 
linseed oil tmst will be "busted." The 
senate bill, however, 
"protects" the 
trust fully, by leaving the 55 per cent, 
duty, which has made the trust possible, 
untouched. 
This is pretty rough on all 
who use paints, which includes nearly 
everybody, but it is very nice for S. 
Bash & Co., who agree with James G. 
Blaine, that trusts are private affairs, 
with which the public has no right to 
interfere. 


The member of the firm referred to by 
the Indianapolis Sentinel is Mr. Joseph 
Hughes, who is now in Europe with his 
family. It is said he receives $5,000 a year 
for closing his mill. 
All the workmen 
whom he employed, save two watchmen, 
are turned out to seek new employment 
or starve.

SKIPPED Wira $500,000 ! 


Iltomas Axworthy, the City Treas- 
urer of Cleveland, a Defaulter 
to That Amount. 


CiavELAND, Oct. 23.—Nearly every 
man, woman or child in Cleveland has 
heaidof City Treasurer Thomas Ax- 
worthy, and thousands are personally ac- 
quainted with him. 
He is perhaps the 
most popular democratic politician in 
Northern Ohio. So highly is he regard- 
ed that he could have been nominated 
for congress this year if he had but said 
the word. 


In business circles he has cut a very 
big figure and the statement was often 
made that whatever he touches turns to 
gold. 
He has real estate, ships that sail 
the lakes, coal mines and iron ranges 
and_many other valuable investments. 
When at home he is a prominent figure 
on the street and at every turn is greeted 
by old and young, rich and poor, repub- 
cans and democrats. 


He has not been seen recently and 
the officials at the city hall have not 
grasped his hand for many a long day, 
therefore his absence has caused some 
confusion and much inquiry. 
On Sat- 
urday the mayor's clerk, Briggs, sub- 
mitted to the city board of revision a 
partial report of his • investigation into 
the business methods of the municipal 
officials. 


A telegram of inquiry was sent to the 
Windsor hotel, at New York, and the 
answer returned that Axworthy had ar- 
rived there September 29, in the morn- 
ing, and departed in the evening for 
Montreal, Canada. 
There all trace of 
him was lost. 
Meanwhile his bondsmen 
began an investigation. 
They are 
United States Senator H. B. Payne and 
J. H. Wade, jr., pledged for $50,000. 
They, together with the leading city 
officials and attorneys, were in consulta- 
tion all last night and adjourned early 
this moming.

it is well to consider some of the deois 
ions that have been saicide in the ofiée' of 
the second oomptn>ller ot the United 
States treasury department at Washing- 
ton, in which offiòe final séttleiinent of 
all back-pay and bounty claims is made. 


Under these deo^ons ^ousands of 
claims have been render«^ ixx favor of 
the soldier, and tens of thousands of 
dollars, have gone, into their pockets 
which otherwise would 
never 
have 
reached them. During the war a great 
many soldiers took "^idiat was called 
"French leave," never intending to de- 
sert. Their parents and family were 
sick, or they had business to look after, 
and knowing that they could not get 
furlough, went to their homes, and 
while absent, were marked as deserters, 
although they afterward returned to 
their companies and regiments. Henoe 
in such cases, great injustice had been 
dene to the s oldiers in many instances 
where they were claiming back-pay and 
bounty. 


In May, 1885, President Cleveland 
appointed Judge I. H. Maynard, of 
New York, a democrat, second oomptrol 
ler. Judge Maynard held this office 
until April, 1887, at which time he was 
appointed assistant secretary of 
the 
United States treasury. 


In April, 1887, President Cleveland 
appointed Sigoumey Butler, of Massa- 
chusetts, a democrat, second comptroller 
to succeed Judge Maynard. 


The following decisions were made by 
Comptrollers Maynard and Butler and 
as will be seen by reading them, are 
more favorable to the soldiers and vet- 
erans of the late war and Mexican war 
than all the decisions on these subjects 
ever made by the second comptrollers 
from Lincoln to President Arthur: 


SOIIDIEBS CHABGEX) WITH DESERTION. 
Volunteers charged with desertion 
who voluntarily returned to the service 
within a reasonable time and while the 
war was still flagrant, are considered as 
merely absentees without leave, and not 
as deserters. 
The voluntary return 
under such circumstances rebuts the 
presumption raised by the charge on the 
rolls. The same principle is applied 
when both the desertion and the return 
were after the cessation of hostilities. 


Deserters who return under tKe presi 
dent's proclamation 
and 
afterwards 
served, do not forfeit the right to bounty 
if their service, after deducting the time 
of their absence, is sufficient. 


SOIiDIEBS OAPTUKED BY THB ENEMY. 
A soldier captured by the enemy 
while absent without leave is considered 
as on duty, and becomes entitled to pay 
that he would have forfeited for absence 
without leave.

If a soldier is borne on the rolls as 
discharged on account of "absence from 
his command," evidence is admissable to 
show the cause of the absence, and, if it 
be shown that the cause was a wound, 
he is deemed to have been discharged 
for wounds, and is entitled to bounty 
accordingly. 


ARREST BY CTVIII AUTHORITIES. 


A soldier in arrest by the civil authori- 
ties is not treated as absent without 
proper authority, unless he is convicted. 
If he is released by the civil authorities 
without trial, guilt cannot be presimied.

FOR BOUNTY. 


Where a soldier was held in arrest by 
the military authorities, and afterwards 
restored to duty without trial, and no 
record exists showing the cause of the 
arrest—the presumption of innocence 
remains, and the time passed in arrest 
counts for bounty. 


DEATH FROM EXCESSES IN SERVICE IS NOT 


A BAR. 


Soldiers who are killed, or die from 
injuries received, in attempts to desert, 
or in mutiny, are not considered as dy- 
ing "in service" within the meaning of 
the bounty laws; they are in a status of 
disgrace. But death resulting from ex- 
cesses is considered death in service, 
because the soldier has not intentionally 
separated himself from the service, as 
in the former class of cases. 


DISCHARGE F O R INEFFICIENCY 
DOES 
NOT 


FORFEIT TRAVEL PAY. 
An officer dropped from the rolls on 
account of inefficiency, or for other rea- 
sons, provided it be not "by way of pun- 
ishment for an offense" is entitled to 
travel allowance to place of entering the 
service. 
So in cases of resignation, un- 
less the resignation is voluntary and for 
the personal convenience of the officer. 


DISCHARGE FOR HUMANITY'S SAKE. 


A soldier who is discharged' upon the 
request of friends, to enable him to care 
for a sick parent, is held to be dis- 
charged for purposes of humanity, and 
not as a personal favor, and, according- 
ly, is not deprived by such.discharge of 
additional" bounty under the act of 
July 28, 1866, if otherwise entitled.

The rule established by Secretary 
Stanton that a soldier discharged for 
a ftisal>ility'existiiig prwr io enlistment, 
notwithstanding his service has exceed- 
ed two years, is debarred from bounty 
under the act of July 28, 1866, is re- 
versed, because it has not authority of 
law and works an essential injustice. 


SERVICE 
UNDER

COUNTED. 


General orders 191, of 1863, prescrib- 
ing nine months previous service as the 
condition of the right to veteran muster 
is now so construed that the condition 
is deemed fulfilled by nine months 
service in the army as- an enlisted man, 
or as an officer, at any time, whether be- 
fore or after the beginning of the war of 
the rebellion, and whether the service 
was continuous or was under several en- 
listments. 


SOLDIERS MUSTERED OUT IN THE 
FIELD. 


Soldiers who were mustered out in 
the field are entitled to pay and allow- 
ances after such muster-out, as long as 
they were held together under disci- 
pline, and in the absence of direct evi 
dence it will be presumed fhat they 
were so held together, until date of pay- 
ment, if the muster-out was in the 
enemy's country and the payment was 
made to them all at the same time. 


CONSIDEBATION FOR 
WOUNDED 
SOLDIERS 


DISCHARGED FROM HOSPITALS. 


Soldiers in hospitals at the time of the 
muster-out of their companies are con 
sidered, generally, ti) have ceased to be 
soldiers at the date of such muster-out 
But if a soldier suffering from a wound 
is discharged from the hospital after the 
muster out of the company, he is en 
titled to the benefit of the act of March 
3, 1865, and to the bounty under it, as 
for one discharged for a wound, if this 
is more advantageous to him than to be 
treated as mustered out for the same 
cause for which the company was mus 
tered out. 


DISCHARGE FOR WOUNDS RECEIVED IN LINE 


OF DUTY. 


The act of March 3, 1865, provided 
that any soldier discharged by reason of 
wounds received in the line of duty 
should be entitled "to receive the same 
bounty as if he had served out his full 
term." The word "wound" a.s used in 
this statute had been construed to in- 
clude injuries of various kinds such as 
those resulting from a stroke of light- 
ning, or the loss of the use of a member 
from freezing, although there was no 
apparent abrasion or 
laceration 
tissues. 


DISCHARGE 
FOR 
SUN STROKE—DOITBTPUL 


¡CASES IN FAVOR OP THE .SOLEIEH, 
In the case of a soldier discharged by 
reason of sun stroke, it was held that 
such disability resulted from a wound, 
within the meaning of the act, on the 
ground that no distinction sliould l)e 
made between the result of the imme- 
diate action of the rays of the siin and 
the effect of exposure to artificial heat, 
in which case resulting congestion or in- 
flammation would 
be claimed as a 
wound; and on the further ground that 
congress had made an apparently arbi- 
trary distinction between discharge for 
disease and 
discharge 
for wounds, 
"doubtful or border cases should be re- 
solved in favor of the soldier." 


EXTRA 
PAY 
FOR 
SERVTCES IN 
MEXICAN 


WAR. 


The right to the three months extra 
pay proper, provided by tlie acts of July 
19, 1848, and February 19, 1879, for 
service in the Mexican war, is extended 
to all enlisted men and officers who 
were honorably discharged after serving 
in that war—notwithstanding the dis- 
charge was before the close of the war, 
and not for a disability incurred in the 
service. 


EXTRA PAY FOK SOLDIERS 
EN 
ROUTE 
TO 


MEXICO. 


Soldiei-s who were on the high seas 
en route for Mexico, at the date of the 
close of the Mexican war, May 30, 1848, 
are deemed to have been engaged "in 
prosecuting the war with Mexico," with- 
in the meaning of the act of July 19, 
1848, so as to be entitled to three months 
extra pay proper provided for by that 
act, notwitl]ftitanding the fact that they 
did not reach Mexican waters until after 
the ratification of the treaty of jieace, 


IN FAVOR OF COLORED RECRUITS, 


Sums not exceeding $10 paid to col- 
ored recruits in Virginia and the depart- 
ment of the south by Generals Butler 
and Gilmore, under orders of the war 
department of November 29 and Decem- 
ber 22, 1863, are not bounties within the 
meaning of the bounty laws and sliould 
not l>e charged against lx)unties now 
due such recruits; they are in the nature 
of gratuities. 


CARE FOR THE WIDOWS AND FATHERLESS. 


The heirs of soldiers who tUed after 
receiving an honorable discharge, but 
prior to the passage of the act of 
April, 1872, are entitled to the bounty 
provided by that act to the same extent 
that the soldier would be, if living.

There were barracks along the Aus- 
trian border with huge bakeries, and 
there were cannon enough being hauled 
from arsenals and foundries to fortify 
an empire. 
The names of brigades and 
regiments were mentioned as being un- 
der orders; summaries of bulletins be- 
tween headquarters and contingents in 
transit were telegraphed; and the total 
of Russian soldiery flying along toward 
the southwestern territory was put at 
nearly a million of men. After all this 
had been circumstantially detailed a 
correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazette 
who has been over the ground pro- 
nounces the whole story a fiction. He 
declares that 4,000 men were dispatched 
from Moscow to Warsaw, and that this 
triflinc transfer was seized by Bismarck 
as the occasion for one of the most col- 
ossal falsehoods, deliberately conceived, 
scientifically planned, and ruthlessly 
executed, which diplomacy has ever 
recorded. The Chancellor wanted a 
huge military purse and an increase of 
700,000 in the army of Germany for 
purposes not well defined by either him- 
self or his critic; but he wanted both. 
That, at least, is certain. 
To get them 
he invented the fable of the moving of 
Russian troops in gigantic masses upon 
the Austrian frontier. According to 
exposer of the canard the wily statesman 
waited until the alarm caused by the 
border stories, judicously repeated and 
solemnly confirmed, had cast all the 
European 
governments 
into 
panic. 
Germany was aroused from her torpor 
with the asftirance that she was in dan- 
ger on one side from Russia and on the 
other from France, with England as a 
probable ally. 
When the panic was at 
its height Bismarck went with melo- 
dramatic seriousness before the Reich- 
stag. The Opposition party, led by 
Herr Windthorst, hatl been wheedled 
into submission by the Pope, at whosa 
previous bidding they had antagonized 
the Iron Chancellor. The Socialists 
were coaxed" into conciliation for the 
hour. He got his bill through.

The Duke of Calvino, who was cap^ 
tared by brigands in the neighborhood 
of ^^pani, was released by his captors 
on payment of a ransom of 150,000 
fraaos by his family, who never expect- 
ed to see him again, he being very obesaw 
•dvanced in age and afflicted with a ner- 
vous malady. He had passed thirty-^ 
five days with the brigand, and, strangw 
to say, the treatment he had receive^ 
though by no means pleasant, had the^ 
efieot of completely curing him. The^ 
Duke relates that in the night when he 
was taken he was put on horseback and 
made to ride till next morning, whea 
the brigands stopped at a kind of ware- 
bouse. There he remained the firsi 
day, and wrote, at his captors dictation^ 
a letter to his family asking them ta 
sand the above named ransom. In the 
evening the journey was resumed, and 
as the rain was falling in torrents, the 
Dnke was clad in some tarpaulin, and a 
sack was placed over his iMad to pro- 
tect him. 
The second night the par^ 
nached an abandoned shed, where th* 
Dnke was left, with a guard outside the 
door. The third night the journey was 
continued, and ended at the place des- 
tined beforehand for the Duke's con- 
eealmwit. He had to enter this retreat 
en hands and knees, through a narrow 
opening, into a cave, and then through 
a second hole into a subterranean grot- 
to. 
Here he remained for thirty days 
without any light, lying on a bundle of 
straw, which was never changed. His 
food eonsisted of bread and cheese and 
water. 
The brigands left him alone, 
only returning to bring food. 
By the 
light of a lamp, which was lowered 
from above, they forced him to write 
other pressing letters to his family, and 
dictated what he should say. 


His family, to obtain his release, used 
their utmost influence to prevent the 
military authorities from pursuing the 
brigands until the ransom had been 
safely paid and received. 
The band 
liberate their victim after having con- 
ducted him on foot for a considerable 
distance,to the territory of Castellamare, 
where a peasant's house had been indir 
cated to him, whence he would be con- 
ducted by the inmates to Trapani.
